He expresses the opinion 
that. the progress of the country is largely 
due to the “opportunity, poth in business 
and in employment, in this large, young 
conntry; to thé encouragement | given 
to workmen, tbe rewerding. merit, .the 
intimate scquaintance of the heads of firms 
with the work of their subordinates, the keen 
enthusiasm’ shown by tho workmen: in. the! 
interenta of their employers, and to the absolute 
fearlessness on the part of the business man in 
venturing on experiments either in machinery or 
systems that may be brought before him.” Mr. 
Wyadbam urges theimportanceofa carefpl study 
‘of the business and manufacturing methods of 
tho United States and the adoption of those which 
are gnitable to the country whore trade is sought 
for. ~ He considers. that such 2 atudy is indis- 
pensable to holding trade where English mer- 
chants are aclive.

rattle and beng, snd the heavy spars beat ina 
frighifal manner egeinst the side of the barque, 
threatening to etave a hole in the stannch, hull. 
For two days, ander great difficultiés, the crew 
“was employed in clearing away this wreckage.

‘Qapt, H.W. Lorymore, B.A.” Britieh 
Resident in Norther’ Nigeria, writes, the 
following letter to the Times:—A_ growing 


specimen of tho “mosquito plant” (oeimum 


viride), which I have just succaeded in bringing 
home alive from. Northern Nigeria, bas boon 
accopted by the authorities at-Kow, whore it 
can now bo soon, I can pereonslly testify to 
mosquitos by the plensant odonr of its frosh 
leaves, and; by plecing. two or three growing 
-pots of tho plant in each room nd along the 
windward verandah, 9 hongo can be kept 
practically free from these insects. * Que of the 
moleria-giving epecimens which I caught slive 


and tenderly enclosed within a leaf of tho plant; . 


Jest conaionsness in a few seconds, Tho soont 
of the bruised leaf partly resembles: wild thyme 
and.eucalyptus. The ordinery wild mint, the 
Jeaves of whith’ are tomowbat similar, should 
not be confounded with it, The gstivos where 
the plant is found profer an infusion of ite 
leaves to quinine in cases of molarial fever w°en 
they themselves or their childron are sttacked, 
ond declare thet at any rate for them, the infa- 
sion invariably proves more efficacious than oor 
antidote. ‘The schools of medicine which follow. 
the modern mozquito-melarin- theory might 
therefore ‘give the matter some attention in 
the way of experiments on fever pationts, In 
Ynidia alone where soldiers in barrack rooms 
are not supplied :with. mosquito neta tho us. 
-of the plant would prove on undoubted 
comfort, - evan if found wanting os 8 
complete protection against malaria. 

With reference io thia Iettor Sir George 
Birdwood writes to mention that allied basils 
haye boen known-¥ from time immemorial” to 
the Hindu throughout Todia as a defence 
against mosquitos, and a prophylactic, in 
malariony distcivis. They recognise several 
apecies, such 08 -van-tilei, or “wild ‘Talat ar 
sufaid-tulsi, or “ white Tulsi’; kala-tulst, or 
“ black-‘Tulsi? (sweet basill ; Rom-tulst (0. 
gratissimum) ; Krishne-tulet; and’ tule, par’ 
excellence, called also’ parncan (O sanctum), 
One or other of thesz, basils is found growing 
everywhere in Indis, aspecially about 
temples, and most of them are grown in gardens; 
in Farther Indis especially they ore ‘planted’ 
upon and about graves; ands decoction of the 
stalks and jeaves is an oniveraal remedy in case 
of malarial fever. ‘The last-named species is 
sacred to Vishmu, being called after the beanti- 
ful Tulsi, who oxcited the jealousy of his wife

Fahrenheit, and by the action 
of hest, acting ‘and reacting under varying 
pressure, the rock-fusing temperature might be 
reached, such astion only taking place whore tho 
contents or composition of the rocks gave 
suitablo olemonts for chemical resolion. 

Mr. Sponcor's paper dealt with the question 
of the oge of the voloanoes of the West Indies 
and Central Amorica, and of their ploca in 
geological history. The observations made in 
some of the islands showed that the volcanic 
ridges and cones, built upon the surfaces of the 
old igneous formations, owed their great sizo‘ 
and height to tho voloanio oruptions accompany- 
ing the great changes of level of land and sea 
which had ocourred since the beginning of the 
Pleistocencor Glacialperiod. While the volcanic 
activity thoro at the present time was startl ing 
from the disasters, the eruptions had produced, 
it was yet insignificant vompared with the whole 
amount of material which bad’ been ernpted to 
build up the cones.

The supply of labour, he remarked, would mcs! 
likely continue to increase, but thera was‘no 
likelihcod of its outstripping, or perhaps even 
equalling, the domaad. He did not believe 
that in the long ran tho prosperity of the 
country would bo injnrioualy affected by the 
shortness of the labour supply, though pro-. 
greas might be retarded for a time. Although 
forming and gold-mining had been retard- 
ed by tho shortness of the labour supply, 
diomond-raining, judging by the increase in the 
exports, had made steady progress, and there 
had been a notable activity in business generally. 
Imports had enormously increased, and es 8 
consequence the receipts for custome duties and 
the recaipts of the railways had grown in almost 
the same proportion. But satisfactory aa thie 
state ‘of things might be, a word of caution 
‘would not: be ont of place..

TRE PRINCE'S ADVICE TO BRITISH ° 
MANUFACTURERS, 

The Price. of Wales presided at ithe first 
mesting of the Royal Commission for the St. 
Louis Exhibition, 1904, held last’ moath at 
Morlborough House. Thera was a largo 
nttondance of members, including Visconnt 
Pool, Chairmian of the Royal Commission, 

Tho Royal Commission was road, and tho 
Princo of. Wales addressing tho meeting, said :— 
Tho tin which is available for preparation 
is somewhat short, o5 it has beon decided that 
the exhibition is to be opened ‘on May 1, 
1904. Every effort has therefore to be made 
to.arrange aa soon os possible for the oxhibits 
in those departments in which Great Britain 
will be reprosonted. - I trust that the mom- 
bers of the corporations, chambora of com- 
merce, and other public bodics.at the various 
centres of industry will also ca-operate 
in promottyg tho success of tha British 
section at the exhibition. An idea is somotimes 
put forward that it is not of ‘auch ‘use for 
British monufacturors to exhibit in the United 
States, ns the high Customs tariff in that 
country tends to militate against the. sale of 
British pvoducts: It should, however, be re- 
membared that there is.a considerable market 


-for high-class goods in the United States, and 


also that tho exhibition will afford an oppor- 
tunity of showing our manafactures to cus- 
fomers from South. America, Canada, and other 
countries It may be obsorved . that both 
France and Germany appear fally to realise the 
advantages to be gained by making s good 
display of their prodnotions, andin thesa coun- 
tries Jarge sums have been provided by thair 
respective Governments to assist in meeting 
thu expense of the oxhibit.. There is one 
point. to which it would seem dosirable to 
direct attention. In previous international 


exhibitions, while other countries have ar- 


ranged to have combined national displays 
in certain groups, it has been the habit 
lor British manafactarors to show individual 


exhibits, rathor, than to combine togather soas 


to produce the best possible effect. It is hoped 
that in the case of the St, Louis Exhibition it 
may be possible to arrange 80 that oxhibitors 
will 
products to tho. best ‘advantage. Lt should ba 
remembered that competition will not be 
between individual British manufavturers, 


-but betweon thom as a whole and their foreign 


rivals, As regards the amount which will 
be available to carry out the work of ths Royal 


Commission. I understand that his Majesty's [~ 


Government has included o sum of.£30,0 9 in 
the Mstimates for 19)3-4 as’n ‘commencamynt, 
aud that‘o deo sion will, not be arrived at as 
to the total amonut ‘to be granted until it has 
been ascortuined to what extent British 
manufacturers show 6 willingness to take part 
jn the oxhibition. I feet sure that a safficient 
gum will be given to oneble the Royal Com- 
mission to falfil their duties in » satisfactory 


manner. -In conclasion, I would express the 
hope that: the represetitations of this country 
in. the. various departments of tho. exhibition 
may be worthy of the British Lmpire.
